high grade fruit, and a campaign 
for reduced freight rates. 
Tho governments' responsibility 


will bo that of boosting the high 
grade fruit market by purchasing 
approximately $10,000,000 worth of 
oranges and grapefruit during the 
season for distribution "to needy 
persons.

PARIS, Oct. 24— (/P)—The nation- 
alist victory In Sunday's French 
senatorial elections appeared to- 
day to have opened tho way for 
Premier Edouard Daladler to shift 
his government majority from the 
leftist, parties to the right. 
Extreme right parties gained ton 
scats, winning 34 out of the 97 
contested. There was a slight trend 
to the other extreme as well with 
the socialists gaining one seat and 
tho republican socialists two. 
But tho outstanding fact In the 
senatorial election was unsually 
considered highly significant 
in 
Franco — was the unmistakable 
shift to tho right. Daladler's sup- 
porters Interpreted this as approval 
of his part In *he four-power Mun- 
ich conference to partition Czecho- 
slovakia and his efforts to reach 
an understanding with Germany.

campaign to eradicate the pink 
boll-worm, ono of the seven most 
deadly Insects known to agricul- 
ture, Is being pushed energeti- 
cally from the southern tip of 
Texas to the Big Bend country 
and the high plains. The work 
Is being directed by the bureau 
of entomology and 
plant quar- 
antine of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
The presence of the pink boll- 
worm was discovered In the Big 
Bend district several years ago 
and In the lower Bio Grande 
valley or Texas and Mexico In 
1D38. 


Two 
Important factors make 
the battle against the plnli boll- 
worm 
mandatory. 
Of greatest 


Importance Is the fact that the 
United States until a few years 
ago, was the only cotton produc- 
ing country free of the pests. The 
other la that If It spreads through 
the cotton-producing area of the 
south, a ne°w economic crisis will 
face th« south. 
The pink boll- 
worm Is so destructive that an 
Infection sufficient to result In 
"commercial damage" would de- 
stroy aa much as 80 to 85 per 
cent of an entire crop, cotton 
crowing experts 
estimate. 
The 


life cycle and habits of the pink 
bollworm make It a most diffi- 
cult pest to eradicate but at the 
same 
time provides 
the 
only 
method known for 
Its control. 
The moth of the pink bollworm 
is a nightfller, loss than a half- 
nch long and with a wlngspread 
of about a half-Inch. The worm, 
full-grown, Is less than a half- 
nch long and pink In color. The 
eggs of the pink bollworm moth 
are laid In old Cotton stalks and 
the moth immediately dies. 


Enter* Cotton Boll Early 


When the eggs hatch, the tiny 
worm Immediately enters the cot- 
ton boll where it remains three 
weeks, shedding its skin 
three 
Imes and growing 
larger 
at 
each shedding. It eats the cotton- 
seed and the lint, raining both. 
After1 it 
finishes 
feeding, 
it 
emerges from the boll and changes 
nto a pupa, In which stage It re- 
mains for several days. Then it 
changes Into the moth or "mll- 
er," lays eggs 
and 
dies. The 
eggs hatch,. worms again enter 
he boll and the cycle contin- 
ues. 


The bollworm's life cycle makes 
)osslble the eradication program 
now under way both In the low- 
r Rio Grande Valley, where the 
nfestatlon Is classed as danger- 
us 
but not 
yet 
commercially 
lamaging, and in the Big Bend 
ounties, were it Is commercially 
amaglng and where it threatens 
he entire cotton-growing Indus- 
ry. 
Since the pink bollworm feeds 
n!y inside the boll or bloom no 
'Olson can reach it. 
Eradication Program. 


In the lower Rio Grande Val- 
oy, the entire eradication pro- 
'ram is based on the etomologl- 
al life history of the insect. Col- 
on is the only host plant and 
f the stalks are destroyed be- 
ore the worm enters winter hi- 
ernation 
the 
insect 
starves. 


Ince there is no hibernation un- 
1 cool weather, 
the valley Is 


ho only place where the 
pink 
oolworm Is a serious menace 
n which 
cotton 
can still 
be 
rown and the crop matured, yet 
eabe four or five months as a 
ost-free period. Thus the 
food 
upply of the insect can be de- 
troyed before hibernation begins.

the western hemisphere In 1911 
In a shipment of Egyptian cot- 
tonseed to the Laguna district, 
near Torreon, Mexico. 
It 
first 
appeared In the United States at 
Hearne, Texas, in a shipment of 
cottonseed from the Laguna dis- 
trict. Scattered spots of the .In- 
festation 
have 
appeared 
from 
time to time at other places In 
Texas, invariably resulting from 
foreign 
shipments

nated seed or from 
wind-drift.

It it 
the Texas state railroad, termini 
of which are Rusk and Pales- 
tine. About 
32 miles 
long, 
it 
has been 
under lease to the 
Southern 
Pacific Railway since 
1021. In 1031 It was valued by 
tho 
Interstate 
Commerce Com- 
mission at $750,000. 


Southern Pacific officials 
say 
the railroad has lost money con- 
sistently since they took over its 
operation, but, nevertheless, reg- 
ular service Is maintained, com- 
prising a freight train each way 
dally. In addition, the Southern 
Pacific 
occasionally 
route* 
a 
train from the St. Louie 
and 
Southwestern 
over 
the 
Rusk- 
Palestine line.

Construction of the Texas state 
railroad was begun in 1894 by 
the state prison system as a 
plant facility of the penitentiary 
at North Rusk. It was intended 
to serve an Iron furnace and 
other Industries. 
By 1806, 4.73 miles had been 
completed, extending to the pen- 
itentiary lands lying toward Pal- 
estine. By 1906, 10.2 miles had 
been constructed 
to 
Maydelle, 
and by 1909 the entire road, 32.7 
miles long, had been finished. 
The railroad was built by con- 
vict labor, and figuring the la- 
bor at 00 cents per day per con- 
vict, the cost of the 
first

miles was 43,431. The cost of

was 
stated by a legislative Investi-

Losses from operation for the 
fiscal year 1907-08, with the rail- 
road Incomplete, were 
reported

dated March 18, 1929, contained 
th* statement the railroad "dur- 
ing tho period of Its operation 
by the state continually lost for 
the state large sums of money."

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.— W>— It 
took American newspapers to tell 
people of Europe what really was 
happening In the recent Czecho- 
slovak crisis, says Abba Ernest 
Dlmnet, French author and lec- 
turer. 


Calling American freedom 
of 
the press "one of the remaining 
bright rays 
in 
a 
darkening 
world," Abbe Dlmnet, who ar- 
rived yesterday on 
the 
liner 
Champlaln, said Europeans never 
really understood what was hap- 
pening around them until 
the 
American 
newspapers 
arrived, 
days after It was all over. 
"Complete press freedom does 
have Its disadvantages and evils" 
he said, "but they are far out- 
weighed by the great service to 
a humanity that Is seeking the 
truth."

IS PAINLESS CURE 


FOR DRUG ADDICTS 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE 


NEW 
YORK, Oct. 
21.—{IP)—A 
hypodermic in the spine to make 
the cure of drug addicts easy and 
painless was reported 
today to 
the Congress of Anesthetists. 
The 
hypodermic is an anes- 
thetic causing "nerve block," a 
form of anesthesia often used in 
surgery to render a portion of 
the body insensible to pain. 
This sort of nerve block, M. B. 
Greene, M. D., of Brooklyn, de- 
clared, frees narcotic addicts dur- 
ing their first few days of ab- 
stention from the nervous shock, 
excitement, 
and 
mental 
upsets 
that 
accompany 
withdrawal 
of 
morphine. 
The nerve block was used on 
the splanchlng nerves. These con- 
trol the automatic movements of 
the stomach and abdominal or- 
gans. 
In his experiments Dr. Greene 
stopped the narcotic completely 
after giving the nerve block In- 
jection. In the first six hours 
after stoppage of the drug there 
were occasional signs of nervous 
upsets. After that the morphine 
apparently was no longer miss- 
ed.The effects of the spinal nerve

dicted on charges of conspiracy 
to defraud the government for po- 
litical purposes, among them As- 
sistant U. S. District Attorney 
Stanley W. P. Miller, son-in-law 
of Senator Dennis Chavez; two 
democratic county chairmen; Mrs. 
Anita 
Tafoya, Senator 
Chavez' 
sister: Mrs. J. A. Werner, wife 
of 
the Albuquerque postmaster; 
and former State WPA adminis- 
trator Fred Healy. 


Some 
In 
responsible 
quarters 
intimated the end was not yet. 
It was knjown that agents of the 
WPA division of Investigation un- 
der Special Agent C. E. Goran- 
son, who have worked a month 
with the grand jury, were still 
on the, Investigation. 
The grand jury action, which 
concluded a month of carefully 
veiled Inquiry, fell like a bomb- 
shell In New Mexico's heated po- 
litical campaign.
